CENTRALISATION of SOCIETY. 

Professor. John - Joly, D.Sc., \ F.R.S., 
F.,1.C.D,, presided, and there was w large 
attendance of members. 

Proposing the adoption of the annual 
report of the Council, Mr. Bertram H. Rar- 
ton, D.L., said that. the record of the last 
year’s work was distinctly satisfactory and 
encouraging. 

Surveying the work of the Society for the 
last few years, he said that these years 
had been full of difficulties and anxieties. The 
year 1919 found the Royal Dublin Society, 
as it did the whole of Europe, more or less 
exhausted and disorganised, For four years 
their-premises at Ballsbridge had been in the 
hands of the military authorities, and the 
Society had had to carry on as best they 
could for those years, 
getting things a bit straight, their head- 
quarters at Leinster House were threatened. 


Their accommodation was curtailed, and 
finally they had to leave their old home. 
COMPENSATION. 


The.Government was most sympathetic and 
gave generous compensation for disturbance 
“the sum was £73,000, as would be seen on 
the balance sheet—-but the Society was left 
with the responsibility of finding a new home 
for their activities. He hoped that the 
decision they had taken to come to Balls- 
bridge would be justified by future events. 
There were those who feared that the move 
from the city to Ballsbridge would result in 
the loss of half their membership, but events 
had proved otherwise. 

The Council recognised the necessity for 
prompt action in building construction to 
provide for immediate requirements. 
new West Hall and the. additional wing to 
the Simmonscourt Hall were commenced and 
completed in fourteen weeks in time to be 
u for the Spring Show. last May. 
new Members Hall was likewise 
constructed by November Ist. 
capacity had exceeded all expectations, up- 
wards of 2,

.. figures of the attendances at the recitals and 
lectures was of interest. 


SUCCESS OF RECITALS AND 
LECTURES. 

_ The best record for recitals at Leinster 
House in 1920-21 was 9,730. Recitals in the 
Theatre Royal showed the best figure, Fan 
in 1924-25. This year, up to Ist. March, 
the figures were 35,780, wl h was double 
the previous best. The highest attendance 
in any year at lectures was 5,709 in 1920-21 
at Leinster House, This . year the 
attendance at the lectures in Ballsbridge had 
increased to 11,002. Here they had again 
doubled the figure. ' 

The library section showed thaí. 55,500 
volumes had been borrowed by members, as 
compared with 35,000 in the year 1924. 

lhese remarkable figures ‘were distinctly 
heartening, and proved that they were not 
too far wrong in centralising in Ballsbridge. 


RECORD SHOW. 


INTERNATIONAL JUMPING 
* COMPETITION. 


On the agricultural side, it would be seen 
from the ‘report that the past year had been 
a great one; each show being a record, and 
the financial results surpassing any previous 
efforts. The annual Spring Show in Mav 
had now become the National Agricultural 
Educational Show in Ireland, and was grow- 
ing in popularity so quickly as to rival the 
Horse Show attendances. 

The Horse Show of last year, eclipsing all 
previous attendances, was a testimony of its 
remarkable hold on the affections of the 
veople of the country. The attendance last 
year of visitors from abroad was relatively 
mall, but they looked forward to welcoming 
again their friends from foreign lands~*and to 
cet back the attendance of these Visitors to 
what it had been. 

In this connection it would not be out of 
place to mention the new departure they were 
inaugurating in the way of an international 
jumping competition. The scheme had been 
in the minds of some of them for a year past, 
aid had been slowly maturing, until now it 
was Within measurable distance of being 
achieved. 

ATTRACTION FOR FOREIGNERS. 

The proposed competition would take place 

on the last day of the Horse Show, and he 
had every hope that they would have at 
least five competing international teams. 
_ Meantime arrangements were being made, 
nm co-operation with the Government, to look 
alter these visiting teams in a suitable 
manner. He thought that they had every 
reason to believe that this competition would 
add to the attraction of the § ow, and that 
it would tend in the course of time to attract 
foreigners to these shores and promote that 
social, intercourse with their friends abroad 
which was so desirable, and which would in 
turn promote important business relations.

r IVE witnesses who have Had practical 

_ experience of tobacco-growing were 
examined by the Dail Committee on Irish- 
grown tobacco yesterday. 
ception, they declared that, in favourable 
circumstances, Irish-gro-n tobacco was a 
profitable crop. The exception was Mr. 
Bernard Anderson, of Whit Mountains, 
Ardee, who had kept exact accounts, and, 
after charging for his own laborr at the 
rate current in his iistrict, found that 
his 1923 crop involved a loss of £6. The 
crop,, however, ‘‘.was :-t all up to the 
average.”’ , 

The other witnesses argued that tobacco 
is a profitable crop, particularly suitable 
for small and uneconomic holdings. One 
witness said that the care shown and the 
experience gained in. tobacco-growing 
tended to improve the general methods 
of the farmer. So marked was the change 
wrought that he could distinguish the 
farm of the tobacco-grower from that of 
the non-grower. 

Two of the witnesses, said that they 
smoked, and preferred to smoke, their 
own home-grown tobacco. 

Mr. Michael Keelan, of Creewood, 
County Meath, was asked to account for 
the decreased consumption of home-grown 


Irish manufacturer would not give them 
an opportunity to use it. The industry 
had been killed, not by the consumer, 
but by the manufacturer, who virtually 
boycotted the Irish leaf. 


A PROFITABLE CROP. 


LADY DESART’S EVIDENCDE. 

Senator the Countess of Desart gave evi- 
dence to the effect that after the death of her 
brother, the Hon. Otway Cuffe, she grew 
seven acres of tobacco on her farm in County 
Kilkenny. She sold the produce in Belfast 
and London for £400, and she had no diffi- 
culty: in’ finding a market. She grew tobacco 
for only one year, because her other farming 
commitments did not permit of her to con- 
tinue to do so. Her experience was that 4 
crop of tobacco gave three times as much em. 
ployment as any other crop. . The an ap 
ment lasted from March to October, and ab- 
sorbed a large number of young people. Up 
to a certain point the crop was independent 
of the weather. It would be a very serious 
blow to tobacco-growers, and all connected 
with them, if the industry were to be treated 
in such a way by the Government that it 
could not be carried on profitably. 

Mr. James Caffrey, small farmer, of 
Wilkinstown, Co. Meath, gave the Committee 
the results of his experierice as a tobacco- 
grower for the past twelve years. He ex- 
pressed his thorough conviction that no 
matter what weré the opinions to the con- 
trary, tobacco could be successfully grown in 
this country, manufactared and smoked. He 
cultivated half a statute acre of tobacco, for 
the prodace of which he received £27 10s. 
He could not calculate the: dost, because the 
labour was all done by himself and his 
family. The value of the crop was ls. 1d. 
yer Ib., and at that price it would pay him, 
but the farmer employing all the labour re- 
quired would want 1s.. 6d. per Ib. 

Mr. Beamish-+Can you tell how it was that 
the acreage. under tobacco went down enor- 
mously during the war, when tobacco was so 
very dear! | 

Mr. Caffrey—Simply because other crops 
paid better, at less trouble. 

WHY THE PRICE FELL. 

Continuing, the witness said that the 
quality of Trish tobacco went down for several 
véars, because most growers aimed at paying 
the instalments for the shed, and did not 
put thei? best into the work. : 

Mr. P. J. Egan--Do you smoke Irish-grown 
tobacco yourself? 

Mr. Caffrey—lI do. 

Mí, Egah-—Do you like it? 

Mr; Caffrey—Well, I smoke 
rowing. so 
: The ‘Chairman—Do you find any difficulty 
in following the . regulations of the Excise 
authorities! 

Mr. Caffrey—I did not bother about them 
at all, for most of them are only “ tommy 
rot’ to the man’ that has to do the work. 
I have seen a gentleman coming all the way 
from Dublin simply to draw a line across my 
book’ and put his initials under. it. If what 
it cost to send him down were given to the 
tobacco-grower it would be something 
precticgs. ? | 

Continuing his evidence, the witnesa said 
that tobacco-growing was now in the balance, 
and unless something was done to help it the 
industry was dead. He was convinced that 
in ten or twenty years, when people had 
more vision, it would be revived and en- 
couraged. The encouragement should be 
given now, when the smail farmer wanted it 
so badly. He believed that tobacco could 
be grown practically all over Ireland. He 
had seen a good crop raised on what was 
practically bog land. . 

‘he important question of transport had a 
bearing of the subject. He had calculated 
that the produce of an acre of beet would 
occupy two railway trucks, while one truck 
would carry the tobacco raised on from nine 
to ten acres. 

In reply to Mr. Sears, the witness stated 
that it was evident that the Irish tebacco 
manufacturers had no sympathy with Irish 
tobacco, but if the duty were lowered from 
6s. 8d. to 4s. a lb. they might be induced 
to buy it. The Irish manufacturers were 
asking the people of Ireland to support Irish 


my own 


labour by buying their tobaccos. Seven- 
eighths of the labour employed in the pro- 
duction of tobacco was in the growing and 


curing, so when the manufacturers spoke of 

labour they meant labour that was one-eighth 

Irish and seven-eighths coolie. 
EDUCATIONAL ASPECT. 

The witness next dealt with tobacco-grow- 
ing from the educational point of view. He 
said that it taught the small farmer the use 
of glass, and gave him an idea of intensive 
cultivation. It also taught him the value of 
the hoe, a knowledge possessed by very few 
farmers who had not grown tobacco, It 
taught the necessity for doing things at the 
we time, and in the proper way, wee 
above all, the importance of keeping the lan 
for all crops clean. He had seen several 
instances of how the methods of cultivation 
of other crops had improved after a man had 
gone in for tobacco growing. It was a rule 
that the whole farm of the tobacco grower was 
in better condition than that of his neighbour 
who did not grow the plant. 

A PRACTICAL LE§SON. 

Mr. Michael Markey, Lobinstown, Co. 
Meath, stated that he was secretary of the 
local Labour organisation. In 1925 and 1924 
he grew tobacco as an experiment. For two 
drills of plants, each nine perches long, he 
received £1 188. 5d. He would not say that 
tobaccd growing at present would provide 
labour for adults, but it would act indirectly 
towards that end. In the rural labour market 
the sons and daughters of the holder of a 
smal] uneconomic farm had to seek work in 
competition with the landless labourer; but 
if the uneconomic holder grew tobacco his 
children would find employment on his hold- 
ing for eight months of the year. His experi- 
ment was designed to show the small farmers 
that they could establish an industry on their 
own land. 

In reply to Mr. P. J. Mulvany, the witness 
said that. he had a good deal of trouble with 
visits from Excise officials, none of whom, 
however, did any hoeing or weeding for him. 
‘There were far too many official regulations 
over tobacco growing. The industry would 
inake labour for adults in the necessary culti- 
vation for other crops before and after the 
tobacco crop. 

Mr. Michael Keelan, Creewood, Co. Meath, 
who had seen the cultare of tobacco in 
America, gave the figures in connection with 
his crops of tohacco in 1922 and 1923.

LINE AND HALF-TONE 
INGRAVING. 
_—_-o-— 


LECTURE BY MR. J. B. AIKEN. 

“Line and half-tene blocks,’’ was the sub- 
pect of a lecture delivered at the Technical 
Institute, Bolton street, Dublin, .Jast night, 
by Mr. J. B. Aiken, of the Irish Photo- 
Engraving Company. Mr. Commissioner 
P. J..Hertion presided, and there was @ large 


Mr. “Aiken .began, by defining photo- 
engraving as the art of etching pictures on 
metal, by photography. so that they could 
be printed in the printing press. The two 

rineipal kinds of block, he explained, were 
ine blocks, which reproducéd originals that 
were pure white and black, such as pén-and- 
ink. drawings and half-tone blocks, which 
reproduced photographs, wash drawings and 
other originals, which were in continuous 
tonés. ! 

. By enlarged models of wood and wax, Mr. 
Aiken showed various stages of etching, on 
a scale twenty times greater than the real 
plates, Every step in preparation of the wet 
plate negative, the print on metal and the 
etching, was shown by a series of about sixty 
lantern ‘slides. The “ fine-etching,’’ or local 
hand-work, done on the half-tone plates, was 
demonstrated by an enlarged model, showing 
only four dote to the inch, the average fine- 
ness of a reai half-tone screen being about 
130 dots to the inch. 

The refraction of the hali-tone sereen was 
demonstrated by an enlarged model screen, 
of two lines to the inch, which threw a 
visible image of a dot on a sheet of ground 
glass. The lecturer explained that, if a 
camera had to be shown on the same scale as 
the model screen and dot ea" it would 
require to be about sixty yards’ long. 

A hearty vote of thanks was passed to 
Mr. Aiken for his instructive lecture. 

A flashlight photograph of the audience 
was taken during the evening, and an hour 
and three-quarters later the Chairman was 
presented with a copy of the photograph, and 
a proof of a half-tone block, which had been 
made from it on the school premises during 
the lecture.

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The Crisis at Geneva. 


The situation at Geneva seems to have 
reached a deadlock. At dinner time last 
night it was reported that the obstacles 
in the way of a settlement appeared to be 
insurmountable, and at eight o'clock 
Reuter admitted that ‘‘the whole out- 
look ” remained ‘‘ most obscure.’’ Through- 
out the day official and private attempts 
were being made to find a solution of the 
acute problem which has been created by 
the proposal to enlarge the Council of the 
League by the admission of countries other 
than Germany to permanent seats; but, 
so far, even the conciliatory genius of Sir 
Austen Chamberlain has failed to bring 
about a‘ compromise between the two 
opposing points of view. Germany insists 


conditional and that no other Power shall 
be admitted to it until she has taken her 
seat. In this attitude she is supported 
strongly by Sweden, whose representative, 
M. Unden, is a temporary member of the 
Council; and, as all decisions of this body 
must be unanimous, the Swedish Minister 
is in a position to veto the election of any 
other Power. The strongest pressure has 
been brought to bear on M. Unden; but 
he declares that nis instructions from. his 
Government are perfectly explicit, and 
refuses to budge an inch from his uncom- 
promising position. Spain and Brazil. 
hoWever, also are members of the Counci) 
They declare that, unless they are given 
permanent seats, they will vote against 
the election of Germany; while Italy is 
reported to be determined: that Poland 
shall be admitted to the Council in 
counterpoise to Germany’s membership 
If the German claim is defeated, Herren 
Luther and Stresemann will withdraw 
from Gerieva. 

Such, briefly, is the situation which 
confronts Sir Austen Chamberlain. Th: 
‘rouble was started by M. Briand’s 
championship of Poland’s claims, and was 
intensified by the subsequent outburst of 
Signor Mussolini agaifist Germany. 
Matters have been complicated consider- 
ably by the fact that Sweden has aligned 
herself definitely on Germany’s side. The 
British Foreign Secretary is desperately 
anxious to avert an open split in. the 
League, as he realises that a serious hitch 
concerning Germany’s admission to tbe 
Council would undo most of the good work 
of Locarno and would throw Europe back 
to the conditions of distrust and ill-will 
that prevailed during the period of the 
Ruhr occupation. M. Briand also recog- 
nises that a bad blunder has been made. He 
would like to mend his hand now; but 
the intervention of Signor Mussolini, 
and the totally unexpected stand that is 
being taken by Spain and Brazil, have 
placed him in a position of the utmost 
embarrassment. Apparently, he is bound 
to support the claims of Poland; but in 
normal circumstances he would be able to 
persuade the Warsaw Government with- 
out much difficulty to modify its demands. 
During the last few days, however, Spain 
and Brazil have taken the bit between 
their teeth; and, even if the Poles should 
renounce all claim to a seat on the 
Council, Germany’s election still would be 
uncertain. The one hope, in the circum- 
stances, is that the Locarno Powers may 
be able to agree on a compromise of some 
kind that will save everybody’s face. 

The ‘League of Nations has reached the 
crisis of its career. Up to the time of the 
Locarno Conference its prestige did ‘not 
stand very high. Indeed, but for the de- 
voted work of a handful of men in England 
and France, who never lost faith in the 
League, it: might have ceased twelve 
months ago to have any value as an 
international force. The fact that Ger- 
many’s entry tothe League was made a 
prime condition of the Locarno Pact, 
however, brought about an immediate 
change in the whole position. Once more 
the League of Nations assumed the 
highest world-importance. The prospect of 
Germany’s.membership raised it to an 
entirely new planeof political significance, 
and even its most determined ehemies in 
the United States began to take a

ourt Officers Bill received a second } 
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as a registering authórity for their 
decisions. For the first time since the 
signing of the Covenant its original aims 
were within sight of achievement when the 
present crisis was. precipitated. It is 
almost impossible to believe that any 
member of the Council. will imperil the 
future existence of the League by wilful 
action, or that amour propre will be per- 
mitted to wreck the great project that was 


launched at Locarno. Failure to find a 


way out of the Council’s difficulties would 
create the worst possible impression in the 
United States, and would cause despair 
‘among those little nations which have 
cóme" to regard Geneva as the greatest 
safeguard of their liberties. We refuse, 
therefore, to believe that European states- 
manship has gone bankrupt. The collapse 
of the League of Nations would be a 


calamity which must not be allowed to 


happen. 


Science and the Farmer. 


Are we weakly to assume, because Irish 
exports of agricultural produce are falling 
and their competitors are wresting from 
our farmers the command of the British 
market, that Irish agriculture, in the 
current phrase,. “is done’’? Is the effort 
to restore Irish tillage to be abandoned? 
If our farmers. and those who lead them 
have courage and are prepared to meet 
new needs with the new methods; there 
need be no despair. Dr. J. F. Crowley, 
lecturing upon a scientific topic to the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers at 
Trinity College, Dublin, last might, 
pointed the way for the recovery of agri- 
cultural prosperity. The adverse trade 
balanee of Sgorstat Eireann, he said, 
revealed the need for the reorganisation 
of the country’s prime industry. A drop 
of five million pounds in the value of 
exported beasts indicated an unnatural 
state of affairs. It is to superior efficiency 
in agricultural methods, not to superiority 
of’ sóil ‘or climate, that Continental 
countries owe their output per acre so 
much’ larger than the English or Irish 
output. On every hundred acres of 
cultivated land the German farmer: feeds 
70 to 75 persons, while the British farmer on 
the same acreage feeds only 45-50 persons. 
The German farmer grows 35 tons of corn 
upon 100 acres; the British farmer grows 
less than half of that amount. To what 
must the discrepancy be attributed? Dr. 
Crowley answers—to artificial fertilisers. 
The Continental artificial 
fertilisers on a much larger scale than 
the farmer in these islands, and he multi- 
plies thus the productivity of his land. 
Enormous progress has been made during 
the past half-century in the chemical pro- 
and 


farmer uses 


duction of nitrogenous fertilisers, 
to-day the entire nitrate beds of Chile 
yield a smaller output than the chemical 
factories. Continental farmers have 
availed themselves in the fullest degree 
of the work of the laboratories. If they 
were Ireland—if artificial 
fertilisers were applied more scientifically 
and unsparingly—the produce of the soil 
in Ireland might be brought up to the 
same profitable level as in the lands of 
our rivals. Dr. Crowley recommended the 
formation of Chambers of Agriculture, to 
perform for the farmer the same function 
which is performed for the merchant by 
Chambers of Commerce. Through such 
organisations a greater use of science in 
agriculture might be stimulated. Irish 
agriculture, like the British mines, can be 
saved only by the adoption of all the 
resources of modern knowledge ;. but, saved 
thus, it may enjoy a future more prosperous 
than its past. Science must be applied 
in organisation and marketing not less than 
in the actual cultivation of the soil.

The Royal Dublin Society. 


It is said that ‘‘ two removes are as bad 
as a fire,” but the proverb has no terrors 
for the Royal Dublin Society. The report 
which was read at the Society’s annual 
meeting yesterday tells a story of triumph 
over difficulties that would have crushed 
any save the stoutest hearts. In the first 
place; the rude hand of war seized the 
great show premises at Ballsbridge and 
kept possession of them for four years. 
The Society was still staggering under this 
blow when it received notice to quit its 
historic home at Leinster House. It 
decided to shift its headquarters to Balls- 
bridge and to accommodate the buildings 
there to its multifarious purposes, with. 
the help of the not ungenerous compensa- 
tion which it had received from the Free 
State Government. There was much 
shaking of heads over this removal from 
the centre of things in Dublin, but yester- 
day’s report will shame the most obstinate 
doubter. Adversity, faced. bravely, "as 
revealed itself as the ‘ante-chamber of 
success. Last year the Society broke a 
score of “ records.” It enlisted 1,700 new 
members and now has a total membership 
of seven thousand. It has transformed a 
substantial bank debt into a not less sub- 
stantial surplus. In its new buildings, 
which are being erected with wonderful 
speed, the social and artistic side of the 
Society’s work is making unprecedented 
progress ; and the attendances at the year’s 
recitals reached a total of 35.780— 
“double the previous best.” On -the 
agricultural side also the Society has 
moved from strength to strength. All its 
shows during the year were “' records.”’ 
The success of its bloodstock sales has 
begun to provide small breeders with a 
market at home. A new attraction—an 
international jumping competition—which 
is being arranged for the Horse Show of 
1826, will give an important stimulus to 
the Irish tourist traffic. The Society's 
example of courage, energy and progress 
ought to act as a tonic upon the depressed 
and anxious spirit which prevails 
throughout the whole country. Professor 
Seymour said truly that the report was 
“an object-lesson in co-operative effort.” 
If the Irish farmers would take it to 
heart, they could recapture the English 
market within five years.

to charter a special train and to hold 
their St. Patrick’s Day dinner in the 
more hospitable territory of Northern Ire- 
land. Their exodus would have been a 
really telling comment on “ this freedom.”’

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SUN-SPOTS AND AURORA 
BOREALIS. 


(Fro Our AsTRONOMICAL ComnesPonDeENT.| 
Hitherto -sun-spots have not greatly 
troubled the peace of mind of the average 
citizen. Beyond a vague suspicion that they 
have something to do with the weather, at 
least when it is not to his liking, the man-in- 
the-street has never bothered to ask whether 
the Sun was spotted or spotless. An occa- 
sional paragraph in the papers, when some 
extra large spot was attracting the attention 
of the observatories, might stir his languid 
interest, but he forgot all about it next day. 
Now, however, when the average citizen 
possesses a wireless receiving set, and listens- 
in to concerts, lectures, etc., after the toils 
of the day are done, and his wife and 
dauchters do the same, things are different. 
If John Citizen’s wireless set is not function- 
ing properly, there is trouble in the home. 
That disagreeable thing called by electricians 
“ statics” is always r-ore or less in evidenee. 
Its crashes, crackles, bangs and hisses in- 
terfere with reception and disappoint the 
enthusiast just as he is on the point of 
realising his ambition by '“' getting New 
York or, perhaps, Timbuctoo. Lately the 
static imp has been getting out of hand on 
occasions. And the cause is just sun-spots. 

This is not a case of just making a scape- 
goat of the sun-spot, when we know of 
nothing better to blame, as in the case of the 
weather. Wireless is a very new science, and 
its introduction as the latest popular scieptific 
toy is newer still. Only a year or two 
ago it was still a mystery of the laboratory ; 
but in a year or two a lot of things may 
happen in the Sun. We have all heard of the 
eleven-year sun-spot cycle. Once in every 
eleven years the Sun becomes exceedingly 
active, and his activity sends out electric and 
magnetic thrills which cause the whole frame 
of the Earth to vibrate responsively. Magnetic 
storms and the weirdly beautiful flames of 
the Aurora Borealis wax and wane with the 
sun-spot cycle. We are now just at the end 
of a long period of quiescence on the part of 
the Sun. The years 1921, 1922, 1925 and 
1924 saw very little of sun-spots and their 
accompanying phenomena on the Earth. Now 
we are just entering a maximum, and it seems 
to bid fair to be an unusually active one. 
Large and active spots have swept across the 
Sun’s disc during the last few months, and 
several beautiful displays of Aurora have 
been seen in the British Isles and Norway. 
During the inactive time, wireless was born. 

THE MISCHIEF-MAKER. | 

When there is an Aurora, listeners-in must 
not expect their sets to be as docile as usual. 
In fact, they may “kick over the traces“ 
in a very disquieting manner. ‘Two or three 
times lately wireless amateurs in Ireland have 
had a bad time for a few hours, and 
imagined all sorts of things werg happening 
to their sets—burnt out transformers or what 
not—but the cause was not in the sets. lt 
was Old Sol himself that was making the 
fuss, and, had the disappointed “ hstener- 
in” only thought to go outside and look at 
the Northern sky, he would have been re- 
warded for the failure of his set by a 
magnificent display of Nature’s choicest fire- 
works. 

On the evening of Tuesday, March 9th, a 
very fine Aurora was visible for some hours 
in Northern Ireland. As soon as the sky 
was dark enough, or about 7 p.m., a dark 


red glow covered large patches of the 
Northern heavens. Several people were 
alarmed, taking it for the reflection of a 
great fire. At 7.20 a dark ragged storm- 


cloud covered the North, and from behind it 
streamed a glorious corona of rays of pale 
yellow light, making a striking contrast be- 
tween the menacing cloud and its luminous 
crown of glory. The cloud advanced rapidly, 
bringing a sharp squall of hail; but the hail- 
stones were electrified, and where they fell 
upon an aerial wire they gave up their 
charges, with startling effect to “ listeners- 
in.” Listening had been difficult before, but 
now a fierce rattling crackle, like musketry, 
drowned everything. 
A TRYING MOMENT. 

One well-known Armagh amateur, Mr. Bb. 
Walsh, who works a private transmitting 
station, G2Il, had a still more unnerving ex- 
perience. His tuning condenser was in series 
with his transmitting aerial, and suddenly 
sparks began to pass across the intervals 
between the plates. Before he could do any- 
thing, the whole condenser became a sheet of 
electric flame, with explosive crackles which 
could be heard in the street outside. Afraid 


to touch the apparatus and fearing an out- 
‘break of fire, the operator and his wife took 


refuge outside. The most alarming demon- 
strations subsided as soon as the squall was 
over, but no “ listening-in”’ was possible 
till about 10 p.m., when all became quiet as 
the auroral display ceased. ‘his was very 
beautiful for a while about 7.45 or 8 eo 
At one time a huge egg-shaped mass of hght 
rose up from the North-East, lingered for a 
few minutes, became hollow, then broke up, 
and the fragments, arranged themselves 
around the zenith like a crown or 'circlet with 
rays streaming out from it in all: directions. 
Later, a great purple crimson cloud filled the 
North-East—or, rather, it looked like a cloud, 
but was not; for the stars shone brightly 
through it. 

Wireless operators, therefore, may “ look 
out for anal " during the next year or two. 
The sun-spot mazimum-is not till next year. 
In the meantime we may expect the Earth's 
magnetic forces to be increasingly active. 
The auroral displays of the last few months 
are only the drops before the shower; and 
when a really big Aurora is on, the neigh 
bourhood of a wireless set may be a rather 
exciting place. Even a mere telegraphic in- 
strument is capable of giving its operator 


shocks under such conditions, and the 
familiar, necessary telephone may do the 
same. 


A SOLAR OUTBURST. 

On the Ist September, 1859, a remarkable 
solar outburst took place. ‘lwo independent 
observers, in two different places, were 
watching a large sun-spot, and both saw a 
jet of intense hght spring up at one side of 
the spot. So brilhant was it that both 
observers thought that their screen glasses 
had cracked. The jet drifted across the spot, 
taking five minutes to travel 35,000 miles, and 
then disappeared. That night all the world 
was watching an auroral display such as no 
man had ever seen before. Even in Australia, 
and nt the equatorial regions, the weird 
dancing streamers were seen, to the terror of 
the natives and of many civilised people as 
well.” This was accompanied by a complete 
breakdown of telegraphic communication on 
a world-wide scale. The wires had too many 
messages of their own to convey to 
troubled to carry mere human news.  Sen- 
tences of grim nonsense and unpronounceable 
collections of consonants were spelled out by 
amazed telegraph operators before they under- 
stood that Nature herself was the sender and 
had engaged the wires for the night. 

_ Many operators received severe shocks, and 
in one place a flame followed the pen of 
Bain’s telegraphic instrument, which was 
designed to write the message on a chemically 
prepared paper. Similar experiences on a 
smaller scale accompanied the great Auroras 
of 1870.

Coal Costs. 


The coal figures for the last quarter of 
1925 show that 73 per cent. of the output 
was raised at a loss, apart from thie 
subsidy, and more than 60 per cent. at a 
loss of more than one shilling per ton. In 
certain districts the loss was even greater. 
Eighty per cent. of the coal in South Wales 
and Scotland, 90 per cent. in Durham, and 
99 per cent. in Northumberland was raised 
at a loss of one shilling per ton, a fac! 
that absolutely justifies the Commission 
in coming to the conclusion that the costs 
of production under present conditions are 
greater than the industry can bear.

Owners’ Views.

SIR RICHARD TERRY AND 
FOLK-SONGS. 


HOW THEY ARE GOT AND 
HOW TO SING THEM. 
Sir Richard Terry, late organist and choir- 
master of Westminster Cathedral, who is one 
of the adjudicators at this week’s London- 
derry Feis, referred to the folk-song competi- 
tion as one of the most interesting classes 
that any festival could have. Every country 
ought to know its songs, and it was a slur 
upon a country not to know all the best it 
had produced; it showed a lack of patriotism 
and a lack of duty. He was glad to see that 
in these days people were recognising what 
beauty. there was in the folk-songs of their 
own country. 
Collectors got these folk-songs from the 
rustic, sometimes at the vicarage, and some- 
times at the village “ pub.” , (Laughter.) 
If the rustic was at the vicarage, he was 
rather shy. At the village gor wá he was 
shy at first, but that soon passed, especially 
if he was old and well lubricated; but then 
the .collector had to be careful to hit the 
psychological moment, before the rustic be- 
came so lubricated as to be incoherent, 
(Laughter.) Because the rustic sang these 
folk-songs in a rustic manner, that was not a 
reason why he should be imitated on the plat- 
form. There was such a thing as being too 
precious about these folk-songs. This was not 
an imaginary danger, for he kn¢w of one im- 
yortant group where they were told to sing 
these songs without any expression or any 
change of time.. The idea that they must 
take all expression and all elasticity of rhythm 
out of a folk-song was quite exploded, except 
among the precious people.

Ir those cases. where a hackney vehicle 
or a commercial goods vehicle has been 
licensed in Great Britain during the first 
heensing quarter of 1926, but has been used 
exclusively in Northern Ireland, it is the in- 
tention of the Government of Northern Ire- 
land to claim duty from the owner of such 
vehicle as from the beginning of the year. 
In such a case the Council in Great Britain 
with whom the vehicle is registered and 
licensed, will, upon being satisfied that the 
vehicle has not been used upon the public 
roads in Great Britain at any time since 
the Ist January last, refund the whole of the 
duty paid, 

In the case of a hackney vehicle or a 
commercial goods vehicle which has been 
used at any time upon-the public roads in 
Great Britain between the Ist January and 
24th March, 1926, the Government of Northern 
Ireland, it is understood, will only require a 
North Irish licence to be taken out as from 
25th March, 1926. In such a case a !icensee 
if he does not intend to use his vehicle in 
Great Britain after 24th March next should 
surrender his British licence under the terms 
of Section 18 (1) of the Finance Act, 1924, 
and claim a part refund of duty. 

Licensees should be careful to note that 
unless the surrendered licence is in the hands 
of the Council on or before the 24th March, 
or if the licence is forwarded by post, un- 
less it is posted in time for the envelope to 
bear a postmark of 24th March or some 
carlier date, it will be impossible for 
them to obtain a refund for the period 25th 
March to the 30th April, 


WIGS AND ROBES. 
JUDGES AWAITING HIGH 


COURT RULES. 

There has been much talk during the pre- 
sent. week on the subject of the official robes 
that are, presumably, to be worn by the 
judges of the High Corrts and Circuit 
Courts, and also by the District Justices. 
Lhe information available yesterday on the 
subject amounted to a statement that nothing 
definite can be said about the robes, for the 
High Court j-dges, at all events, until the 
new High Court rules have been approved. 
The form of judicial at. e, it is pointed 
out, will depend on the rules as they are 
passed by the Oireachtas, and these rules 
cannot be put in force before the Court 
Officers Bill has become law. 

Although the Circuit Court rules, it is 
stated, are almost ready, there appears to be 
some doubt whether or not they and the 
District Court rules must be submitted to 
the Oireachtas. If the robes of the Circuit 
Judges and District Justices do not depend 
on these rules they may be of such descrip- 
tion as the Circuit Judges and District 
Justices may themselves decide.

PARIS, Thursday. 
The doubtful tone in which yesterday’s 
Press commented on the new Cabinet becomes 
still more doubtful to-day.

‘* concentration.” Those of the Left con- 
sider that M. Raoul Peret is not likely to be 
more successful as a Minister of Finance than 
was M. Doumer, and prophesy the same diffi- 
culties as before for the new Ministry. 
M. Gustave Hervé sums up the situation in 
the Victoire by saying :—' The last Briand 
Government was good for three months; this 
one is good for three weeks.” M. Hervé's 
verdicts are as a rule impulsive, but on this 
occasion he certainly expresses the view of the 
general public. | 

Meanwhile a representative of the Echo de 
Paris has had an interview with M. Peret, 
whose reflections on the financial posi- 
tion are comparatiyely optimistic. He 
remarks ingenuously. that .the position 
might easily be ‘improved if only 
the parties in the Chamber would 
stop talking politics. That is an idea which 
has already occurred to other people. How- 
ever, he says more than that. e points out 
that the Treasury can still draw on the 
Banque de France to the extent of about 
three milliards of francs without coming to 
the end of its resources, and that iis position 
is not quite so weak as is generally supposed. 
This is borne out by t0-day"s statement of 
the Banque de France, which shows that the 
amount advanced by the bank to the 
Treasury is 250 millions less than last week. 
The week before it had jumped up by 1,200 
millions at once. M, Beret declares thas the 
popularity of National Defence Bonds, which 
form the second line, so to speak, of the 
floating debt, has slightly increased, and 
that the day befove yesterday the bonds 
issued exceeded those presented for payment 
by 75 millions. 
M. Peret’s first object will be to get the 
Senate to pass the new taxes which ‘the 
Chamber accepted, so that the Treasury may 
be eased to that extent as soon as possible. 
The interview indicates that he is doubtful 
about bringing forward the tax on payments 
again on account of the opposition which it 
Y encountered in the Chamber, and that he is 
casting about for some new source of revenue 
to take its place.

NO MORE SUBSIDIES FOR

BRITISH MINISTER’S STATE-

RE-EMPLOYMENT. 


EFFECT OF NEW 
BILL. 


TREATY POSITION, 


HEN the Court Officers Bill was 

presented to Dail Eireann yesterday 
for second reading it was welcomed by 
nearly every section of the House as a 
measure which would tend to promote 
both economy and efficiency. 

The Minister. for Justice made an 
important announcement regarding the 
position of the existing High Court 
officers. When Part I. of the Bill came 
into operation, he said, they would be 
“legally and technically discharged,” 
and if they were not re-employed, nothing 
could prevent them from receiving: the 
compensation that they -ve~> guaranteed 
by Article X. of the Treaty. 

The Government, however, intended to 
offer re-employment at their present 
salaries to all the officers who were fit for 
duty and had not reached the age for 
retirement. He advised young ° officers 
that they would be acting unwisely and 
following an unpa “otic course if they 
decided to become life-,_~sioners. 

“I can,” said the Minister, “ assure 
deputies who have fears of a general 
exodus from the public service that there 
is no tendency or disposition among the 
Court officers to adopt that course.” 


LABOUR DISPUTES. 
WHY A CONFERENCE HAS NOT 
BEEN ARRANGED. 


Major Cooper asked President Cosgrave if 
he could a 3 ánv statement with referenve 
to the conference that had been suggested 
between employers and employed, with a view 
to stopping industrial disputes, 

President Cosgrave said that he had been 
in correspondence with Mr. Johnson and Mr.

Major Cooper suggested that the Govern- 
ment could play a useful part as a third party 
to go in and “split the difference." 
President Cosgrave, replying to that and 
other questions, said that there had been 
undoubtedly a profound desire to have.a 
better understanding; but there was a 
difference as to the methods to be adopted. 
He was of opinion that the difference ought 
to be settled without bringing in any third 
party. 

PROFOUND DISAPPOINTMENT. 


Mr. Good said that he was _ profoundly 
disappointed at the result of his suggestions 
for a conference.

FINES AND FEES FUND.

existence, 

Those vested interests that could be de- 
fended would be respected, but the Govern- 
ment ask power to abolish or retain 
them as they considered it advisable to do so. 
That might look a little like confiscation, 
but in a great many cases the vested interests 
Jay with one Government department or 
another, and the whole thing would simply 
be a matter of book-keeping, and the doing 
away with a lot of unnecessary administrative 
work. 

PROBATE REGISTRIES. 

Another proposal on ithe administrative side 
was the closing of the district probate re- 
gistries. The Executive held the view that 
the Jocal registries were not necessary, and, 
perhaps, not justifiable. At present, probate 
or grant of letters of administration could be 
had either from the central probate office in 
Dublin or from the probate registry of the 
area in which the deceased was domiciled. 
The returns showed that about 5,000 crants

DISTRICT COURTS, 

The bill proposed to give permanence to the 
existing arrangements concerning the District 
Courts staffs. In no place outside of Dublin, 
Cork and Waterford was there in those 
Courts a staff consisting of more than one 
clerk. Their pay varied from £600 in Dublin 
down to £40 a year, in country districts. 
About 160 had been appointed since the 
establishment of the Free State. On the 
whole, it might be said that they had justified 
their selection. About a dozen had been dis- 
missed, and there were from a dozen to a 
score of others who were in the last stage of 
probation. It was hoped that, with patience 
on the part of his Department, those persons 
might be brought over the border-line of 
efficiency, which at present they did not 
touch. (Laughter.) 

The bill did not make the appointments of 


District Court clerks permanent and

As regards the Circuit Courts, the Minister 
explained that up to the ‘present the 
‘machinery of the former County Courts had 
been retained. There were 27 Clerks of the 
Crown and Peace. Each of these officers was 
assisted by a Registrar of the Civil Bill Court 


, and by a staff, in respect of which he re- 


ceived an allowance. Some Registrars did a 
certain amount of work, but that was the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. A Registrar 
was appointed by the County Court judge, 
and went out of office on the death or resigna- 
tion of the judge to whom he had been at- 
tached. It was proposed to abolish the duties 
of that office and to amalgamate it with the 
duties of the County Registrar. 

The Clerk of the Crown and Peace was ap- 
pointed by the Lord Lieutenant, and, unless 
removed by the Lord Chancellor for miscon- 
duct, he remained in office till death or re- 


signation. The emoluments were partly 
salary and partly fees. The worst paid 


officers of that type ‘to-day had a net income 
of more than £1,000 per annum, and at least 
three of them had a gross income of over 
£2,000. 


It was proposed to substitute for that 
officer a new officer, called the County 
Registrar, who would do all the work for a 
fixed salary, fees being surrendered to the 
Exchequer. The salaries it was contemplated 
to pay varied from £900 to £1,200. inclusive, 
In the case of any Clerk of the Crown and 
Peace who was offered, and accepted re- 
employment in the new system, it would not 
be sought, in general, to reduce the existing 
salary, but they made that subject to a 
maximum of £1,200, plus bonus—at the pre- 


sent rate of bongs, £1,450 in all. 


SERIOUS PROBLEM. 

The members of the present staffs of Clerks 
Peace were the most 
serious part of the problem of temporary 
clerks in court offices. Many of these men 
had given good service and done hard work, 
Their claim to be given permanent and 
nigh rank was difficult to resist, 

ension rights were very rarely given retro- 
spectively, and the Minister for Finance 
would not contemplate such 9 course at this 
particular time and in the present conditions 
of the State. The Ist January, 1924, was 
mentioned, therefore, as the earliest date 
from which pensionable service would be 
counted, the farthest back they could go in 
considering service towards 
pension.

GREATER EFFICIENCY. 
Mr. Thomas Johnson said that he had no 
doubt whatever that the bill would make for 
greater efficiency in the working of what. he 
might call the mechanical arrangements of 
the courts, an efficiency that was much 
nected: In that respect the change would 
be beneficial, but he was not at all con-, 
vinced that the policy of the Minister in 
respect of that and. other measures affecting’ 
the administration of justice had been 
thoroughly ventilated. and justified by -him. 
He thought that there was “being brought! 
about by legislation a versrradical change in 
the system under which the judiciary was 
completely separated from the Executive 
Government. That policy, of which the bill 
was the latest exhibition, “had not, so far, 
been justified by argument. It might, for 
all he knew, be justifiable. but no attempt 
had been made to prove it to the satisfac- 
tion of the Dail. 
Captain Redmond said that he suggested 
asa reasonable amendment that. the officers 
who were not appointed by the Minister for 
Justice should not be removable except by 
the system which prevailed under the previous 
judiciary, with the concurrence of the Chief 
Justice. 
He expressed doubt. whether, even ‘after 
allowing for officers who would be deemed 
incompetent and those over the age limit, 
there would be room in the new scheme for 
re-employment of all the existing officers of 
the High Court. He hoped there would, for 
he felt with the Minister that the services 
of those officers would be of great benefit to 
the State. : 

Mr; W. Norton said that he welcomed the 
provision in the bill for the continuance” of 
existing salaries and conditions for officers 
who could be offered employment under the 
operation of the Act. | 

Mr. W. Héwat congratulated the Minister 
on his very lucid exposition of the bill, which, 
he said, seemed to be baséd on a business 
like .reorganisation of a department which, 
whatever were its merits, could not in the 
past claim to be run on business lines. It 
was quite clear that the bill made for economy 
and efficiency. From that view point he 
could not suggest much improvement in the 
measure. 

Mr. O'Higgins, concluding the debate, told 
Deputy Redmond that there had been no 
undue delay in bringing forward the bill, 
which was á measure that could not be pre- 
pared in a hurry. 

So far the criticism of the bill had not been 
devastating. To Deputy Johnson he would 
say that one could read too much about ab. 
stract subjects like that of the relations be- 
tween the Jndiciary and the Executive 
Government. The deputy, going by tradition, 
envisaged the Judiciary as something that 
moved majestically along independent of, and 
apart from. every other phase of existence. 
That was rot the case. In every State the 
Judiciary leaned upon the Executive for the 
execution of its decrees, and there were 
points of contact between the two that one 
could not get away from. The question was 
not so much one as between the Executive 
and the Judiciary, but as between respon- 
sibility and irresponsibility for appointments, 
as between control and no contro! of the 
Court staffs. : 

A JUDGE'S FUNCTION. 

The deputy held on to the traditional idea 

that it was not merely the business of a 
judge to judge, but it was also his business 
to administer the offices of the Court and to 
control the large staff appointed by himself. 
The judge might be very learned in the 
law and completely without administrative 
skill or power to control a staff. The bill 
proposed that in future there should be re- 
sponsibility for the highly-paid officers at- 
tached to the Court system. Jn the past 
there was no such responsibility. That was, 
perhaps, the reason for the corruption and 
redundancy in the Court offices in the past 
when every judge was a law unto himself, 
without, perhaps, the aptitude, and certainly 
not the time, to control the work done in the 
offices, 
_ The bill, he said, would not result in an 
immediate saving of money in the way of 
salaries, but it would result in economy and 
efficiency and better service all round. 

The second reading of the bill was passed. 
COMPENSATION (AMENDMENT) BILL. 

On the motion for the second reading of 
the Damage to Property (Compensation) 
(Amendment) Bill, 1926, Mr. Blythe ex- 
plained that the bill provided for the pay- 
ment of the 10 per cent. additional on the 
awards made under the’ Compensation Act, 
1925, for damage to property and personal 
injuries, as agreed to under the London Pact 
as to the boundary.

DISARMAMENT. 
Mr. Scrymgeour is always amusing, even 
if he is not always quite relevant to the 
subject under discussion. He had on the 
paper a motion urging the Government to set 
an example to the world by bringing about 
disarmament, but he had spoken For half an 
hour before he made the slightest attempt 
to approach the issue. He was tactfuliy 
reminded of this fact by the Speaker, and 
finally was induced to keep to the point.

The situation was such 
as to make angels weep, and dev'!s laugh. 

Mr. Davidson, the Admiralty Parliamen- 
tary Secretary, protested strongly against the 
attack made by Captain Guest on the naval 
members of the Board, As for Mr. Scrym- 
geour’s motion, it was utterly unreal, and 
really called for no comment. He main- 
tained that what the Government preached 
at Washington they had endeavoured to carry 
out in practice, but the response had not 
been as good as many of them could have 
wished, Mr. Dalton urged the wiping out 
of all private armament firms. But there, 
he said, what do the shareholders of these 
firms care what bleodshed and suffering is 
caused, so long as they receive their divi- 
dends, i 

COMMITTEE STAGE, 

Mr. Scrymgeour’s motion was defeated on 
a division by 196 votes to 113, and the House 
then went into Committee, when, on Vote 
‘“‘A,”’ Mr. Lansbury moved a reduction in 
the personne! of the Navy of 100,000 men. 

The amendment was defeated by 186 votes 
to 19, and the Vote was passed. Other 
Naval Votes were agreed to without discus- 
sion, and the House adjourned at 12.25.

The 
German used more artificial fertiliser than 
was used in Great Britain or Ireland, and it 
was to this mainly that the results in question 
were due. 

The farmer needed assistance from the 
other citizens of the State. His markets 
must be kept open for him, and it might be 
pointed out as a matter of personal experi- 
ence that no markets could be maintained 
open except on a basis of good-will.
